Statement 

by the Revolutionary Workers' and Peasants' Government of the 

Hungarian People's Republic 
on the aggressive steps taken by the United States of America 
against the independence of Cuba and the peace of the world. 

President Kennedy of the United States of America has 
ordered a naval blockade of Cuba and taken other military 
measures of a provocative character. The Government of the 
Hungarian People's Republic states that by ordering the naval 
blockade the Government of the United States of America has 
committed aggression against Cuba. These aggressive measures 
constitute at the same time an attack upon all nations defend- 
ing their freedom and national independence, upon the Charter 
of the United Nations, and are a serious threat to peace. 

The Government of the Hungarian People's Republic em- 
phatically condemns these steps of the Government of the 
United States of America and demands that it repeal its meas- 
ures trampling international law under foot, endangering the 
freedom of navigation and constituting direct war provocation. 


The Government of the Hungarian People's Republic wholly 
agrees with the statements published on October 23 this year 
by the Governments of Cuba and the Soviet Union and accordingly, 
taking into consideration the interests of the Hungarian People's 
Republic, in concert with the Harsaw Treaty Organization and
